Sixty-six thousand balloons 
‘bearing the mark “Europe, 1950,” 
were released in Copenhagen and 
other cities in Denmark where the 
mobile fair had halted.

But some fell 
as far as Hungary, eastern Austria 
land eastern Czechoslovakia, as 
lwell as in the Baltic coast regions 
now incorporated in the Soviet 
‘Union. Probably many more fell 
/behind the Iron Curtain than could 
‘be ascertainéd. 

Each balloon carried .a ‘small 
card extending “friendly greet- 
ings” to the finder from “another 
European.” It expressed the send- 
er’s hope that just as the balloon 
had passed freely over boundar- 
ies some day people and goods 
likewise would move freely over 
Europe. It had a printed return 
address on the back. 


The astcnishing thing to the 
ECA people who initiated the idea 
is the number of cards that have 
come back from Russian-occupied 
‘areas or Russian satellite coun- 
tries—through the regular post 
office.

Court Ruling 


Grants Jews 
Restitution

FRANKFORT, Aug. 29 — The’ 
United States High Commission 


Court in Nuernberg has ruled that 


restitution must be made to Jews 
forced by Nazis to sell their val- 
uables at prices that had no rela- 
tion to their true value. 

In a decision made by tne Unit- 
ed States Court of Restitution Ap-' 
peals at Nuernberg Tuesday it was 
ruled that the city was liable for 
reimbursement *o a woman who 
had been forced by Nazi law to 
sell some silverware to a munici- 
pal pawnshop. According to the 
High Commission whatever money 
was paid Jews from these sales 
bore no relation to the actual 
value of the articles. What funds 
were paid were immediately 
placed in blocked accounts’ with 
the result that the

In Tuesday's decision the United 
States Court overruled and set 
aside an earlier decision by a Ba- 
varian State Court on the same 


case. 


Tuesday's action was seen as 
significant in view of many other 
cases brought on by Jews who had 
suffered similar action on the part 
of the Nazis.

Survey Shows 


‘Lake Aeworth 
Well Stocked 


An estimated: fish population of 
6,163,625 in Lake Acworth was 
shown by a spot check survey cone 
ducted recently by Fisheries Bio- 


One-half an acre of the lake 
was poisoned with roteone and 
then fish were picked up with 
nets shoitly afterward. After the 
fish were brought in, the total 
fish per acre were bass, 410: war- 
mouth bream, 710; bluegill bream, 
7,650; red breast bream, 8,762; yel~ 
288; channel 
cat, 1; red horse sucker, 28; creek 
chubs, 6: minnows, ‘1,110. Tetal 
fish ner acre were 18,965. 

Object of the survey was to 
find out if the lake needed 
further stocking and if so, what 
fish were needed to bring it into 
proper balance for excellent 
fishing. Results show the lake 
needs no more fish. 

In answer to the question, “What 
do you find that the lake needs?” 
‘Dickson replied, “fishing. “With 
proper management vou. should 
have excellent fishing for quite 
a number of years.” 

The number of fish in Acworth 
Lake was shown to be approxi- 
mately twice as many as in Alla- 
toona Lake.

At $500,000 Savings 


The Georgia Ports Authority has bor- 
rowed $5,000,000 to improve the port of 
Savannah. The work will start by the 
first of the year, according to Authority 
Chairman James D. Robinson, Jr., of At- 
lanta, who made the announcement. 


Improvement of the port will put Sa- 
van and Georgia in a more favorable 
position to compete with other Atlantic 
and Gulf ports for seagoing trade. 


That the money has been made avail- 
able and that this important work is to 
be pushed is great news in itself. 


But there is a story, too, in the way 
the loan was negotiated. 

Instead of borrowing $4,500,000 from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
at four per cent interest, the Authority 
was able to get $5,000,000 at 3% per cent 
through the sale of revenue anticipation 
certificates to a private syndicate. 

And by doing business through private 
enterprise, the negotiators saved $500,000 
in interest. 

We congratulate the members of the 
Georgia Ports Authority on their accept- 
ance of this loan.

The Governor, the Highway Depart- 
ment and the State Patrol have worked 
out a plan to inspect trucks for overloads. 


Portable truck-weighing units will be 
sent Out on the highways that carry the 
bulk of the State’s truck traffic. .

The McGill Book 
Has the Answer 


Early in 1949, my missus and I took a trip 
es around the world, and one of the countries we 

Se des gine got to see was Israel. At the time, many of the 
streets of Tel Aviv, Haifa and Jerusalem were still criss-crossed 
with barbed wire, and the roads leading through the hills of Judea 
were littered with burned-out trucks. Nevertheless, thanks to an 
old Chevvy and a pair of even older legs, I managed to see most of 
this tiny country, and when I left it a few weeks later I was pretty 
excited about what I had seen. 


When we got back to New York, my old boss, Bernard M. 
Baruch, asked me to put my enthusiasm in my pocket and try to 
estimate Israel’s chances of survival in this highly competitive 
world. I told him that one swing around the globe wasn’t enough 
to make an economic expert out of a Broadway jumping-jack, but 
that I had come away from Israel with the general impression that 
its people were (a) intelligent, (b) tough as nails and (c) prepared 
to work like all get-out to make a go of their new lives. 


“A business or a nation with those qualities usually gives a good 


account of itself,” said Mr. Baruch. 

Since my visit, I’ve heard nothing to change my 
No Change snap appraisal of Israel’s chances. On the other 
hand, I’ve read darned little on the subject which could be classed 
as good objective reporting. Most of the favorable stuff was too 
favorable—obviously the work of men who were out to make as 
good a case for the new nation as possible. And as for the dissent- 
ers——well, as was to be expected, most of them sounded as if they 
were carrying a 2,000-year-old chip on their shoulders. 

Last week, the galleys of a new book by Ralph McGill—*“Israel 
Revisited,” to be published in Atlanta, Ga., next month by Tupper 
& Love—showed up on my desk and I began to thumb through 
them out of a sense of duty. But what started as duty quickly 
became compulsion, for McGill, editor of one of the South’s most 
trustworthy. papers, The Atlanta Constitution, had obviously gone 
to Israel with an open mind and crammed it with facts and figures 
before making it up. 

I’ve met Mr. McGill once or twice, and before I was halfway 
through his book I found myself wondering how this soft-spoken 
and hard-headed gentleman from Georgia had come to write such 
an incisive and insightful commentary on the complicated events 
now shaping up at the far end of the Mediterranean. 


I got to thinking about it and, as I hunch it, the 
A Hunch answer is triple-pronged. First, McGill is an Irish- 
man, which means that while he has a lively sense of justice in 
general he’ has no axiom to grind about Israel in particular, Sec- 
ond, he is first, foremost and fastidiously a newspaperman, avari- 
cious for facts but plenty leary of special-pleading propaganda. 
And third, he has a long record as a fighting Southern liberal, and 
once he’s gotten his facts straight, he’s not one to by-pass those 
touchy areas where even angels fear to tiptoe. 

When I finished reading “Israel Revisited,” I was, of course, 
tickled to find that McGill's conclusions jibed with mine, but that’s 
neither here nor there. The important thing is that, without pull- 
ing any punches, he has written a book about this controversial 
little country which one can read without prejudice or without 
suspecting the author of same. 

Here, at last, is a meticulous and meaningful answer to the 
often-asked question, “What's Israel really like?” 


Editor Ralph McGill’s book will be published by Tupper & 
Love in Atlanta on October 16.

Destroyer of Monopolies 


Thomas Gibbons, native Georgian, 
one of the nation’s outstanding law- 
yers, mayor of Savannah and member 
of the General Assembly, was person- 
ally responsible for the breaking down 
of transportation monopolies in Amer- 
ica. 

His legal case, Gibbons vs. Ogden, 
brought forth the famous decision in 
1824 by John Marshall, Chief Justice 
of the U. S. Supreme Court, estab- 
lishing the constitutional rights of 
Congress to regulate the operation of 
public transportation and all other — 
commerce between the States. It has 
been bedrock for judicial decisions 
and Congressional action for over 125 
years. 

The case was carried to the Su- 
preme Court when the New York 
courts denied a steamship line owned 
by Gibbons the right to use the waters 
of that state. The New York legisla-

ture had passed a law giving exclu- 
sive rights for vessels propelled by 
steam to Robert Fulton, who de- 
manded tribute from all steamship 
owners entering the forbidden waters. 

Georgia and some other states had 
also created steamboat monopolies 
and given exclusive rights to the 
chosen few. 

Gibbons paid all expenses person- 
ally including the retaining of the 
great Daniel Webster as associate 
counsel. He was so determined to 
carry the case to conclusion that he 
remade his will leaving $40,000 for 
that purpose if he should die before 
a verdict was rendered. 

At that time he was so fat the 
courts allowed him to remain seated 
during sessions, but this physical 
handicap did not dull his sharp wit 
or keen, vicious sarcasm that kept his 
opponents constantly off balance.

STAUNTON, Va.—This historic city of Staun- 


ton (pronounced Stanton) is quite a hard place 
to get into from Atlanta. The best. way seems to 


be to fly to Charlotte, N. C., then to Roanoke, Va., and then to bus . 


it from Roanoke on in. But it’s worth seeing when you get here, 
the town itself and particularly the countryside. You run into names 
like Woodrow Wilson, Stonewall Jatkson, Patrick Henry and, of 
course, Robert E. Lee. Woodrow Wilson was born here. 


The natural scenery is gorgeous, though Natural Bridge and 
many of the famous caverns are privately owned and operated, 
and to the shame of the Commonwealth that dotes on their fame, 
are operated for tourists and tourist dollars exclusively.

The millenium is almost here, they tell us, in the dairy industry, 
what with our price of 23 cents a quart, 3.5 cents above the 
national average. 


And they say if we will keep up this donation for another 10 
years or so, if we'll just be patient, we may eventually have milk 
available for 10 cents a quart, but nobody can be sure about it, 
really. It may be that the dairy farmers won't put all their excess 
profits back in lespedeza and Jersies and may spend their money, 
as do so many other human beings, for their own pleasures. 


It ts possible, too, that 10 years from now will find everything 
changed, incl our price of milk, and that it will not be 10 
cents at all, but cents or 50.

In the meantime, let’s have no more talk about blueing milk, 
either.

They get so hungry they turn to powdered milk, which they 
are finding better and better, and which must be sending back 
profitable dividends to the sections where it is dehydrated and sold. 


You see, 10 years from now a lot of things can change.
